Nothing so lifts one’s mind and 
stimulates ones body as to create 
something. Many years ago. I was 
shown through the old laboratory. 
or work shop, of Thomas A Edison, 
by the last living assistant of his. It 
was inspiring to listen to the talk 
; of this loyal helper of the great 
inventor and note the scores of in­ 
ventions that kept streaming from 
the mind of this remarkable man. 
One reason for hts advanced age 
was that he got so much Joy out 
of all his creations.

GOOD YIELD IN : 
FISH POSSIBLE 
IN FARM PONDS 


By proper fertilizing good farm 
ponds can be made to produce as 
much as 200 pounds of fish per acre 
each year. Richard Long, engineer 
with the Adams County Soil Con­ 
servation service, said as he gave 
information on proper fertilizing 
practices for best result with the 
increasingly numerous farm ponds. 
“Carrying capacity of water de­ 
pends upon its fertility. Most natural 
waters have a rather low carrying 
capacity, from 20 to IOO pounds per 
acre being normal range,” Mr. Long 
said. 
"By fertilizing, the yield can be 
increased and maintained. In good 
ponds a yield of 200 pounds of fish 
per acre can be expected. Tilts rep­ 
resents a carrying capacity of about 
400 pounds since half the weight of 
fish are too small to be caught. 
Recommended Form ala 
"The recommended formula for 
fertilizing fish ponds Is 8-8-4 lf al­ 
ready-mixed goods is not available. 
this can be made up by mixing 50 
pounds of nitrate of soda (or 40 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia in 
hard water), 40 pounds of 20 per­ 
cent superphosphate, 8 pounds of 50 
percent of nitrate of potash and 12 
pounds of finely-ground limestone 
The limestone is used as a filler but 
is a needed chemical in soft water. 
In hard w-ater ponds use sand In 
place of the limestone. 
"One hundred pounds 3-12-6 plus 
55 pounds nitrate of soda make 155 
pounds of 8-8-4 fertilizer. In the 
year the fish are stocked, the first 
application of fertilizer should be 
made at or a few days before the 
time of stocking 
In 
subsequent 
years, the first application should 
be made as soon as the plant growth 
starts in the spring (when the pas­ 
ture begins to lock greener>. Addi­ 
tional applications are made ac­ 
cording to a turbidity (color of the 
water* test. If the water has not 
colored up with growth of plank’on 
organisms after one week, make an­ 
other treatment. Repeat at weekly 
intervals until the water is green 
or brownish green, dark enough so 
that a light object di*ai 
foot beneath the water * s 
easy way of checking is t 
your forearm with hand 
right angle. If your hand 
before your elbow goes 
turbidity is all right.

“This is how the fertilizer helps 
to increase fish production: The 
fertilizer is consumed by the plank­ 
ton which consists of microscopic 
plants and animals that live free 
riJatliii’ in the water. This plankton 
provides f'jod for insect larvae, small 
crustaceans and small fish which 
in turn furnish food for the larger 
fish. 
No Aquatic Growth 
“Tile problem of aquatic growth 
in a turin pond can be reduced to 
nil by proper fertilization. All plant 
growth needs sunlight. By keeping 
water colored up through fertiliza­ 


tion, the plants cannot secure the 
benefits of sunlight. 
"Ponds are stocked at the ratio of 
IOO pounds of large-mouth baas to 
1,000 bluegills. The bluegills feed 
largely on plankton, crustaceans, in­ 
sects and some small fish Bass feed 
largely on the small bluegills and 
their own young, In a well cared 
for pond, the year after stocking the* 
bluegills, they should be of pan size. 
Bass that have been stocked for 
three years have reached 15 to 20 
Inches."
